Development 
Director Asked 
To Resign

Khys Kear, Andover’s community de- 
velopment director. has been asked to 
resign by Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark, 
who said the action is due to the need for a 
change and a different personality to head 
the department he formed three years 
ago 

Clark emphasized that the action was 
not prompted by any impugning of Kear’s 
integrity or his professional abilities, but 
was simply a resolution to ongoing contro- 
versy involving the department. 

Kear said Wednesday that he had re- 
cieved the letter from Clark asking that he 
submit his resignation by June 30, but had 
taken no action and would have no com- 
ment on the matter at this time. 

The action follows a study of the depart- 
ment of community development and 
planning done over the past year, it had 
been initiated by Clark due to controversy 
within the agency. 

The third phase of the report, dealing 
with department and town personnel, was 
submitted to Clark and selectmen within 
the past few weeks, and discussed in exec- 
utive session, 

Clark said that the basic problem re- 
sulted from Kear having an orientation 
toward development. which shows through 
in his work. Since he is head of an agency. 
and with direction to control development, 
the problem arises. Clark noted. 

As for any wrongdoing or malfeasance 
in ottice, Clark said. the report em- 
phasizes that there is no substance for any 
consideration of this sort 

~The overall assessment of his pertor- 
mance as head of the department is very 
‘positive. Clark said, adding that ‘Rhys 
Kear is not being fired. There is no basis 
lor terminating his services” (based on 
performance). 

due to the finding concerning his orien- 
tation toward development, the manager 
said. “it would be a disservice to Rhys as 
an individual to subject him to moditica- 
tion of his professional feeling and have 
his integrity subject to question. 

lt therefore seems in the long-term 
interests of the town and Khys that he 
leave the position and | have therefore 
asked tor his resignation.” 

Clark said Kear had been given until 
June 30 to find employment and that possi- 
bly the town would consider extending 
bevond that point if he were unable to find

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. Andover Tax Levy 
Can Be Increased 


A status report on Propostion 242 re- 
leased by the state Department of Reve- 
nue last week shows that Andover is one of 
160 communities that will be allowed to 
increase tax levies this year under the tax- 
cutting law 

Andover can raise its levy because the 
revaluation of all town property now un- 
derway shows that last’s year’s levy of 
$19.528.681 was below two and one-half 
percent of the full and fair market value of 
the property, according to Director of 
Finance and Budget Tony Torrisi. Reval- 
uation is expected to be completed by the 
beginning of the fiscal year. 

Proposition 2'2 requires that levy limits 
be raised by no more than .025 (two and 
one-half) percent of the full and fair mar- 
ket value of property. For 153 cities and 
towns throughout the state, this will mean 
that this year's tax levies must be smaller 
than last year's. 

But with revaluation figures in hand, 
Andover officials will be allowed to raise 
the levy limit: *‘We've planned to raise an 


additional $488,000 in tax dollars over the 
fiscal 1981 levy,’ Torrisi said 

But that figure is somewhat misleading, 
he added, because the state report does 
not include a statewide 62 percent loss in 
motor vehicle excise tax revenues. The 
excise tax has also been reduced under 
Proposition 2!2 

“Were really taking a beating on the 
excise tax, Torrisi explained. ‘Andover 
will lose $1.1 million in excise tax reve- 
nues this year 

The loss of those excise tax revenues 
coupled with the impact of double-digit 
inflation, will add up to a net loss of $700,- 
000 in revenues despite the increased tax 
levy, he said. — 

The Department of Revenue report, is- 
sued by Commissioner L.. Joyce Hampers, 
indicates thaf of the 316 cities and towns in 
the commonwealth, three can maintain 
last year's levy limit 

The net reduction in property tax levies 
will total an estimated $332,147,013 for the 
entire state, according to the report

Disposal Plant Member 
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Variety Is Here!

Andover is likely to join approximatety 
0 local communities in a contract with 
the company that plans to build a $74 
million solid waste disposal plant in Nortt 
Andover, if town meeting agrees with the 
recommendation of the town s solid waste 
tudy committee 

That committee will probably recon 
mend to the selectmen that the town con 
tract with United Oil Products, Inc 
UO] the company that proposes to 
build the North Andover plant by 1985 
during the board's March 30 meeting, the 
town manager said Friday 

UOP representatives are scheduled to 
appear before the Selectmen next Monday 
night to describe their proposal in detail 

Although the solid waste study commit 
tee appears to be ‘“ieaning toward” UOP, 
another company is stil! in the running 
Clark said: Retuse Fuels, inc , which pro 
poses to build an incinerator in Lawrence 
The company’s landfill would be located in 
Haverhill zs 

Town meeting voters will be asked to 
approve of a solution to the problem ot 
solid waste disposal this year, Clark said 

The town’s solid waste is currently 
trucked to Pelham, N.H., he said. But as 
landfills become ‘‘increasingly scarce 
few contractors can afford to bid for An 
dover's refuse collection. Hence it is be 
coming more expensive as a service to 
procure 

The manager cited several similarities 
between the proposals presented by UOP 
and Refuse Fuels: *‘Both are good, experi- 
enced companies, and the technology is 
very similar 

Both plants will be privately owned and

But while Refuse Fuels proposes to sell 


that electricity to private concerns for a 
protit, and then sell any surplus back to

hose revenues would then be used to 
offset the operating costs of the UOP 
plant. and to offset the cost of using the 
plant for municipalities. “As the price of 
oil goes up. the manager explained, “‘rey 
enues from the tacility will increase and 
the charge to municipalities will be fur- 
ther reduced 

UOP projects that the charge to Andov 
er and other communities for using the 
plant “could be reduced to zero by 1990 
Clark said 

Refuse Fuels would charge a ‘‘tipping 
fee’ (the fee for tipping a load of waste 
into the landfill) of approximately $15 per 
ton, the manager indicated. The net cost 
of using the UOP plant, after the revenues 
from the sale of electricity are subtraeted 
from the charge, would be $5.33 per ton in 
the first year of operation of the plant 

However, Refuse Fuels will require no 
ong-term commitment from the town 
ind will assume all risks of operating the 
piani 


UOP will require a 2 


0-year commitment 
from the towns using their plant, and/or a 
minimum annual payment, whether a 
town Is using the facility or not. UOP will 
require this commitment because it 1s 
financing the plant through the sale ot 
long m industrial revenue bonds.

The “leanings of the solid waste com- 
mittee are largely based upon the commit- 
tee s ‘willingness to assume risks,’ Clark 
said. However. in his estimation the risks 
involved are not unacceptable, the man- 
ager said 

There are two major risks, he ex 
plained. “The first is that we will continue 
to have solid wastes for the next 20 years 
The second is that the cost of oil will 
continue to rise, and that there will contin- 
ue to be a market for electrical power. 

Clark said he is fairly certain that both 
those tactors will continue to hold trug for 
the next 20 years

Andover Could Lose 
$8.7 Million By 1985 


Unless Proposition 2'2 is amended, An- 
dover stands to lose an estimated $8.7 
million in tax revenues in fiscal 1985, the 
selectmen learned last week, prompting 
one selectman to suggest that, with an eye 
on the future, the board should be making 
more budget cuts this year 


There's a real possibility that we 
should be cutting this year’s budget more 
than we are, Selectman Susan Poore 
remarked. ‘‘Things are only going to get 
worse if nothing changes — we are playing 
the waiting game, the optimists game 
hoping that 2'2 will be changed 


According to a study projecting how 2'z 
will hit Andover in the next four years, 
compiled by Director of Finance and Bud- 
get ‘ony Torrisi, the town will be left with 
a $2,736,161 shortfall in fiscal 1982, if the 
law is left unchanged 

That figure would rise to $2,899,814 in 
fiscal 83, $3,077,085 the following year 
and $3.269.265 in fiscal 85 


Torrisi explained that the shortfalls 
would have to be made up through “‘expen 
diture reductions budget cuts — or by 
increased user fees tor such services as 
water and sewer, or by increased state 
41d 

However. the town manager has noted 
that the town has just about reached a 
ceiling on acceptable user fees tor most 
town services 


Torrisi also calculated the total reve 


nues that would be lost with the reduced 
excise tax and property tax under 2

We are trying to show the very strict 
constraints that 2's places on the town 
Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark told the 
board. ‘Andover is doing comparatively 
well under 2'2 this year, but that is not 
going to be the case in the future 


lf Andover officials hope to provide 
townspeople with the services they expect 
in future years. the officials must support 
some amendments to the property tax-cut 
ting law.

Supt. Kenneth. R. Seifert will present 
$1.5 million in possible budget cuts when 
the school committee begins its final go at 
the 1981-82 budget Tuesday night 

Seifert emphasized this week that he 
will be offering “options” not “‘recom- 
mendations © to help the committee cut 
the $1.17 million necessary to get down to 
Proposition 2'z limitations 

Among those options will be the closing 
of a school and the traditional program, 
cut-back in bus service to a two-mile mini- 
mum and ‘‘significant’ cuts in the athlet- 
ic program and instrumental music 

The latest estimate of staff cuts that 
will be required is 80 to 85 from all catego-

Worth The Study- 


The Andover school committee may be naming a 
committee to examine the school calendar with an eye 
toward change of a drastic nature. 

The matter was discussed briefly a week ago and is 
scheduled for further talks at a future meeting, with the 
sense of the committee that if any change is to be made 
in the school calendar, then it must be of a substantial 
nature. 

A year ago, the committee toyed with the idea of 
altering the course of the school year, but rejected the 
plan when it was learned that no substantial savings 
could be realized from the somewhat minor changes to 
be made. 

Now, at the suggestion of Committeeman Joseph 
Finn, the matter is to be examined only if any change 
can result in substantial economies, particularly in the 
area of fuel savings. 

Such a study is long overdue. 

When times were good, towns didn't face Prop 242 and 
energy costs were not as staggering as they are at 
present, the traditional school calendar was acceptable. 
It has always been that way, dating back to when the 
youngsters helped out in the fields during the summer 
months, among other reasoning for the two-month res- 
pite during the pleasant weather. 

Those times have changed drastically, thus it is rea- 
sonable to assume that the periods when youngsters go 
to school can be altered in similar fashion, even though 
it may require some sacrifice on the part of the young- 
sters and parents. 

lt the public schools were to change their schedule to 
resume classes say in late August and close early in 
December for the Christmas recess, they would be 
following the lead provided by private preparatory 
schools, colleges and universities. 

For those institutions, excercising the most stringent 
economic Measures has become a necessity. Their

operations are dependant on private funding and their 
administrators can not rely on local taxpayers to bail 
them out if spiralling energy costs hit them during the 
course of the year. 

With the threatened cutback of federal funding for 
educational programs as well as student assistance, the 
private educational institutions will, no doubt, be 
looking for even further means of excercising savings, 
possibly through the school calendar. 

It seems logical, then, that the public schools can 
follow the trend. 

Should there be a decision to alter the school sched- 
ule. such as utilizing the longer Christmas vacation as a 
money-saving measure, local school boards can antic- 
pate some opposition, with any number of supporting 
reasons. 

lrankly. for the most part, if it can be proven that 
savings can be exercised, such protest should fall on 
deal ears. 

\mong the comments put forth previously when such 
changes were considered was that the end result was 
minimal because the energy savings realized in the 
public sector were only passed on to the private where 
homeowners had to push up the heat because the kids 
were home 

We hardly think the argument is valid, since control 
vl systems In private homes should be much easier to 
maintain than in large, public buildings. 

There ts little doubt that there could be a number of 
variations to the school calendar applied to produce 
sume savings. if the matter was studied sufficiently. 

With the realization that other communities may also 
be moving in that direction, it would not be such a bad 
idea to have \ndover in a leadership role. 

It is suggested then, that the school committee move 
ahead with the appointnent of a committee and look 
into the matter as soon as possible.

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Local engaged couples and newlyweds 
shopping for their first furniture seem to 
be more sophisticated today than in past 
years, both in their tastes and in what they 
are willing to spend for high-quality fur- 
nishings 

Young couples are now choosing more 
refined styles, lighter colors, and in some 
cases, higher price tags, notes Frank 
Leone of Leone's Furniture, Lawrence 

There are three major categories of 
furniture, he explains — living room, bed 
room, and dining room — and most young 
couples give top priority to bedroom, then 
living room furniture. Dining room pieces 


- are likely to come later. he adds 


While most couples tend to purchase a 
complete bedroom set, at anywhere from 
$1,000 to $2,000, they usually start with one 
or two living room pieces, such as a sofa 
and chair or loveseat, Leone says. A 
‘good-looking’ sofa can be had for $500 to 
$1,000 

“It's easier to buy an upholstered piece 
now and add a table later than it is to add 
on to a bedroom. They're not so concerned 
about getting an exact match 

In recent months, young shoppers seem 
to be turning away from Early American 
furniture, once the most popular style, and 
toward American Traditional, he observ- 
es. American Traditional includes *‘a lot 
of eighteenth-century styles, in solid 
woods like cherry. It is a style that is 
established, not trendy a style that is 
lasting.” aes 

In comparison, Early American furni- 
ture is darker and heavier, in pine with 
dark finishes, Leone says. *‘ Younger shop- 
pers once equated quality with size. They 
would look at a Paul Bunyan-style bed, a 
huge four-poster, and think it must be good 
— just look at all the wood in it. Today, 
they are more conscious of style.’ Pine is 
still popular — but with a light finish. 

Lighter colors are also more favored 
today, with pastels replacing earth tones 
in popularity. ‘There seems to be a lot of 
interest in prints as well, Leone says. A 
‘deep, warm ruby’ is a favorite key shade 
on pieces upholstered in cotton and quilted 
prints 


Leone's customers are shopping for 
“quality furniture,” he notes, apparently 
thinking of furniture as a lasting invest- 
ment, rather than ‘‘trendy things to be 
readily replaced. ‘The throw-away Socie- 
ty has definitely ended,’ Leone says, ‘‘and 
that carries forward into every consumer 
item, from clothes to automobiles to furni- 
ture 


And they are willing to pay for better 
quality — few need to be steered toward 
better pieces: “They can see the differ- 
ence between one collection and another 
without any prompting from the sale 


man. Leone says. ‘They can recognize
